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LATE  NEWS 


The  Canadian  grain  harvest  was  becoming  general  in  late  August,  with 
prospects  generally  fair  to  good.    Exceptions  to    the  favorable  conditions 
were  reported  for  western  Saskatchewan  and  eastern  Alberta.    In  Saskatche- 
wan, yields  were  said  to  be  only  fair,  except  in  the  southeastern  and  east 
central  districts,  where  the  condition  was  satisfactory.    Heavy  sawfly 
damage  was  suffered  in  the  south  central  district. 

Hot  dry  weather  prevailed  over  much  of  southern  and  central  Alberta, 
while  the  first  frost  was  reported  in  the  northern  part  of  the  grain  area. 
Very  lew  yields  were  registered  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  Province, 
where  the  feed  outlook  was  said  to  be  critical.    Yields  were  promising 
over  most  of  Manitoba.    Excessive  heat  was  reported,  and  rain  was  needed. 
Harvests  were  in  full  swing  in  British  Columbia  with  yields  of  wheat  and 
oats  generally  good.    Yields  were  also  good  in  Ontario  and  very  good  in 
Quebec.  . 

In  central  Luzon  planting  of  the  19k^>-k6  rice  crop  was  delayed  by 
lack  of  rainfall.  Approximately  70  percent  of  Philippine  Islands-  rice 
output  is  grown  on  the  Island  of  Luzon. 

The  third  and  final  estimate  for  the  19*+5  Argentine  rice  crop  is 
6,8O'7/0O0  bushels  rough  (199  million  pounds  milled),  compared  with  the 
corresponding  estimate  of  8,559,000  bushels  (250  million  pounds)  In  19^. 

Prospects  ar-e  favorable  for  a  larger  Colombian  rice  harvest  this  year 
than  the.  19^4  crop  of  5,923,000  bushels  (173  million  pounds  milled) . ' 

Argentina.1  g  flaxseed  price  of  1^.30  pesos  per  100  kilograms  ($1.08 
per  bushel)  guaranteed  to  farmers  for  the  lykk-k^  crop,  that  was  to  have 
/expired  July  31,  19^5,  ^a2  been  extended  another  month. 

The  removal  of  marketing  restrictions  on  the  19k-^-k6  flaxseed  crop, 
including  compulsory  sale  to  the  Regulating  Board  of  Agricultural  Produc- 
tion, has  been  announced  by  the  Argentine  Government. 

Belgium's  I9U5  tobacco  plantings  amount  to  7,759  acres,  according 
to  the  May  Agricultural  Census.     In  1944,  the  area  planted  to  tobacco  was " 
18,0&1  acres,  from  which  a  crop  of  33 • 5  million  pounds  was  produced.  Low 
yields  are  expected  during  the  19^5  season. 

The  Cuban  19^-5  cattle  census  just  completed  shows  3,778,000  head,  a 
decline  of  29  percent,  compared  with  the  5,335,000  head  shown  5  years  ago 
in  the  ±S>ho  census.    Heavy  slaughter  of  light  weight  cattle  and  pasture 
shortages  during  3  years  of  severe  winter  droughts  are  given  as  the  prin- 
cipal reasons  for  the  sharp  decline. 
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COMMODITY  DEVELOPMENTS 


GRAINS,  GRAIN  PRODUCTS,  AND  FEEDS 

CANADIAN  GRAIN 
STOCKS  REDUCED 

Canadian  grain  carry-over  stocks  on  July  31  were  considerably  reduced 
from  those  of  a  year  ago,  and  were  the  smallest  in  recent  years.  The 
largest  reduction  was  in  wheat  stocks,  which  were  reported  at  258,395,000 
bushels,  or  about  TOO  million  bushels  less  than  last  year's  carry-over. 
At  that  level 'the  carry-over  was  the  smallest  since  1939  ♦    Stocks  of  oats, 
barley,  and  rye,  though  smaller  than  those  of  the  past  2  years,  were  con- 
siderably larger  than  the  small  1942  feedgrain  stocks.    The  high  level  of 
grain  exports. during  the  crop  year  was  said  to  be  mainly  responsible  for 
the  reduction  in  stocks. 

The  largest  decrease  in  wheat  was  indicated  to  have  occurred  in 
stocks  in  country  and  private  terminal  elevators.    Stocks  in  that  position 
were  placed  at  61,625,000  bushels,  or  less  than  half  of  the 'holdings  for 
the  preceding  year.    Stocks  remaining  on  farms  were  also 'reduced  con- 
siderably, and  as  reported  at  28,650,000  bushels,  compared  with  53,871,000 
bushels  a  year  ago  and  190,000,000  bushels  on  July  31,  .1943.    The  largest 
decline  in  fawn  stocks  was  reported  for  Alberta.

CUBAN  RICE  STOCKS 
REACH  RECORD  LOW 

In  Cuba  the  smallest  rice  stocks  on  record,  estimated  on  August  1  at 
50  to  60  million  pounds,  are  considered  barely  sufficient  for  1  month's 
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operations,  in  contrast  with  the  usual  reserve  of  3  months'  supply. 
Shortages,  now  serious  in  "both  wholesale  and  retail  channels,  are  expected 
to  be  critical  in  late  August  before  rice  is  received  from  Ecuador  and  the 
United  States.    Although  the  weather  during  July  was  favorable  for  Cuban 
rice  production,  the  crop  is  not  expected  to  supply  more  than  45  million 
pounds  of  milled  rice,  compared  with  the  peak  outturn  of 65  million  in 
1943.    In  addition  to  a  re  datively  "poor  stand,  as  a  result  of  poor  germina- 
tion during  the  spring  drought,  the  harvest  will  be  late  in  October  and 
November,  when  considerable  storm  damage  usually  occurs.

PERU  HARVESTS  SMALLER  " 

RICE  CROP  .   ' 

The  1945  Peruvian  rice  crop,  estimated  at  6.2  million  "bushels  (185 

million  pounds  milled),  is  smaller  than -the  6.9  million  bushels  (200   

million  pounds  milled)  harvested  a  year  ago,  hut  considerably  above  the  •••• 
prewar  output  of  5  million  bushels  (l45  million  pounds)  during  the  1937 --  '•' 
194l  average  period.    This  year's  harvest  is  expected  to  supply  the  major  • -  •' 
portion  of  domestic  requirements  during  the  June-May,  1945-46,  Peruvian 
marketing  year. 

During-the  past ' 'season,  the  rice  supplies  obtained  from  the  largest 
crop  in  3  years  and  from  substantial  imports  in  1944    were  ample  for  con- 
sumption "before  the  current  harvest .    The  Caja  de  Depositos  y  ' Cons ignaci ones, 
the  Department  in  charge  of  imports  and  distribution,  planned  a  successful 
program  of  supply  and  distribution  during  the  year.

In  a  decree  of  May  4,  1945,  the  Peruvian  Government  announced  that 
it  would  again  purchase  the  current' rice "Crop  from  producers,  according 
to  the  regulations  governing  the  trade  in  rice  promulgated  in  1943.  The 
prices  paid  producers  are  continued  at  the  rate  established  in  May  1943, 
$2.82  per  100  pounds  for  unhulled  white  rice  and  $1.95  for  unhulled  pink 
rice.  • 

VEGETABLE  OILS  AND  OILSEEDS 


CANADIAN  FLAXSEED 
ACREAGE  DECREASES 

Flaxseed  acreage  in  the  Canadian  Prairie  Provinces,  where  Dominion 
production ' is  almost  entirely  concentrated,  is  estimated  at  1,034,000 
acres  for  1945,  a  reduction  of  20  percent  from  the  1944  acreage  and  of 
65  percent  from  the  record  2,918,000  acres  of  1943-    Flaxseed  growing  was 
greatly  curtailed  last  year  and  this  year  due  largely  to  the  more  attractive 
returns  from  wheat,  oats,  and  barley,  all  of  which  are  competitive  crops 
in  the  PrairLss.    Had  it  not  been  for  unseasonable  weather  this  spring, 
particularly  in  Manitoba,  at  planting  time  for  other  grain  crops,  it  is 
possible  that  the  1945  flaxseed  acreage  would  have  been  much  smaller  than 
it  is.  •  • 

While  the  first  official  estimate  of  production  will  not  be  released 
until  the  middle  of  September,  it  is  possible  to  make  a  prediction  based 
on  the  present  crop  condition.    Some  of  the  districts  in  western  and  south- 
ern Saskatchewan  and  in  eastern  Alberta  are  suffering  badly  from  drought; 
fortunately,  however,  only  about  40  percent  of  the  1945  flaxseed  acreage 
is  in  this  area.    In  the  remaining  crop  districts  in  western  and  northern 
Alberta,  eastern  Saskatchewan,  and  all  of  Manitoba  conditions  are  generally 
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satisfactory.    An  average  yield  of  9  "bushels  per  acre  for  the  favorable  area 
and  4  bushels  per  acre  for  the  drought  area  would  give  a  total  Prairie 
production  of  about  7  million  bushels.    Total  Canadian  production  last 
year  was  9,668,000  bushels. 

Canadian  flaxseed  carry-over  on  August  1,  1945,  "was  2.9  million 
bushels,  the  smallest  since  the  corresponding  date  in  1942.    Exports  of 
flaxseed  and  linseed  oil  in  terms  of  seed  amounted  to  V, 385,000  bushels 
during  the  1944-45  season.

SWEDEN  EXPANDS  FLAX 
AND  HEMP  OUTPUT 

During  the  war  Swedish  production  of  soft  fibers  has  been  increased 
to  a  point  where  local  supplies  are  sufficient  to  meet  about  80  percent  of 
the  former  peacetime  demand  for  hemp  and  more  than  65  percent  of  that  for 
flax.    Before  the  war  there  was  practically  no  commercial  production  of 
either    fiber.    Present  indications    are  that  production    of  soft

fiber  in  Sweden  during  19^5  probably  will  exceed  5»5  million  pounds  of 
flax  and  2.6  million  pounds  of  hemp,  compared  with  k.k  and  2.2  million 
pounds,  respectively,  produced  during  19kh .  Flax  plantings  increased  to  - 
more  than  11,000  acres  for  the  19^5  crop,  compared  with  9,300  acres  in 
19^.  On  the  other  hand,  the  hemp  area  is  nearly  5,000  acres,  or  very 
little  more  than  in  the  preceding  years. 

Despite  prospects  for  greater  output  of  Swedish -grown  fiber,  imports 
of  flax  of  special  qualities  not  produced  within  the  country  will  be 
necessary.    Before  the  war  the  8  to  9  million  pounds  of  flax  and  more 
than  3  million  pounds  of  hemp  fiber,  consumed  each  year  by  Swedish 
spinning  mill3,  wa3  imported.    The  small  amount  of  flax  produced  within 
the  country  was  used  by  the  domestic  handicraft  industry. 

The  Government  of  Sweden  became  interested  in  domestic  production 
when  imports  of  flax  were  cut  off  from  the  Balkan  States,  Poland, 
Netherlands,  and  Belgium,  and  hemp  could  not  be  obtained  from  Yugoslavia, 
Italy,  and  Hungary.    Assistance  of  many  kinds  was  rendered  to  growers' 
associations'  through  a  Government  Flax  Board.    Aid  in  the  erection  of 
processing  plants  was  granted  directly  for  15  percent  of  the  cost  and  by 
means  of  loans  for  the  other  85  percent.    The  price  of  the  straw  was  fixed, 
and  fiber  prices  varied  with  the  quality.    The  returns  to  the  farmer  were 
high  enough  to  encourage  growing  of  this  crop. 

Six  organizations  of  flax  growers  and  two  of  hemp  growers  have  been 
formed  since  1939.    Each  organization  has  erected  a  processing  plant. 
The  three  largest  flax  plants  are  located  in  southern  and  western  Sweden, 
and  each  has  a  capacity  for  handling  about  a  million  pounds  of  fiber,  or 
approximately  the  amount  of  the  crop  from  2,500  acres.    The  other  three 
are  only  about  half  as  large.    They  were  constructed  in  the  eastern  end 
central  part  of  the  country.    Membership  in  the  six  associations  totaled 
5,153  in  19^-.    The  hemp  plants  were  erected  in  IQhl  and  are  in  south- 
eastern Sweden,  one  on  the  mainland  and  the  other  on  the  13'land  of  Gottland. 
hey  are  about  equal  in  size  and  have  a  combined  capacity  of  about  2.6 
illion  pounds  of  fiber,  representing  the  crop  from  nearly  5,000  acres, 
f  present  plans  of  the  industry  are  realized,  local,  supplies  may  soon  be 
ufficient  to  meet  all  of  the  domestic  demand  for  hemp  and  approximately 
0  percent  of  that  for  flax. 

TOBACCO 

IKE'S  TOBACCO  ACREAGE  SMALLER; 
0RTS  INCREASE 

Eire's  19^5  tobacco  crop  ic  expected  to  be  lower  than  in  19^  due  to 
xcessive  rains,  cold  weather,  root  rot,  and  reduced  acreage.    The  area 
lanted  to  tobacco  in  Eire  in  19^5  amounts  to  only  9°  acres  compared  with 
09  acres  in  19^,  from  which  about  71,000  pounds  of  leaf  were  prodticed. 
Bring  the  immediate  prewar  period,  Eire's  tobacco  acreage  averaged  nearly 
00  acres,  but  farmers  concentrated  their  efforts  upon  the  production  of 
ssential  food  crops  during  the  wa:r,  and  tobacco  plantings  declined 
teadily. 
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Imports  of  leaf  tobacco  from  January -May  19^5  amounted  to  about  5.1 
million  pounds  of  which  the  United  States  supplied  97  percent.  During 
the  corresponding  period  of  Ipkk,  imports  of  leaf  amounted  to  only  2.7 
million  pounds.  Stocks  of  leaf  (domestic  and  foreign)  in  bonded  ware- 
houses totaled  about  9.0  million  pounds  on  May  31,  19^5.  This  quantity 
represents  less  than  a  year's  requirement  at  the  present  rate  of  usage 
by  manufacturers . 

FRUITS,  VEGETABLES,  AND  NUTS 

SMALLER  FRUIT  CROPS  " 
EXPECTED  IN  FRANCE 

Prospects  in  France  for  the  19^5  fruit  crops,  especially  apples  and 
pears,  are  for  a  small  harvest.    Indications  are  also  that  domestic 
supplies  for  consumption  through  the  spring  of  19^+6  will  probably  be 
quite  small.    In  3.9^,  the  pear  crop  was  fair,  and  the  apple  crop  was 
large,  especially  in  the  areas  between  the  Loire  and  Seine  Rivers,  in- 
cluding Normandy  and  Brittany.    Producers  and  dealers,  at  the  beginning 
of  spring  of  19^-5,  were  hopeful  for  a  good  fruit  crop,  principally  be- 
cause of  the  fine  weather  prevailing  from  February  through  April  and  on 
account  of  the  heavy  bloom.    By  the  end  of  April,  however,  the  weather 
turned  cold  and  a  frigid  wind  blew  from  the  North,  freezing  blossoms  and 
damaging  young  fruit  already  'set. 

Table  and  wine  grapes  have  suffered  from  frost.    Table  grape  pro- 
duction is  estimated  at  about  75  percent  of  a  good  crop  and  fine  wine 
production  is  expected  to  be  fairly  short,  but  common  wine  output  is 
anticipated  to  be  larger  than  last  year.    Total  wine  production  is  now 
estimated  at  1, -268, 000, 000  gallons,  an  increase  of  7  percent  over  last 
year's  production  of  1,189,000,000  gallons,  but  13  percent  less  than 
the  average  prewar  production  of  1,^+53,000,000  gallons. 

YUGOSLAVIA  REPORTS 
FRUIT  CONDITIONS 

The  bearing  surface  of  fruit  trees  in  Yugoslavia  (Serbia,  parts  of 
Bosnia,  and  Croatia)  is  estimated  to  be  around  20  percent  less  than  in 
1939,  but  the  current  condition  of  the  fruit  crop  is  generally  above 
average.    Orchards  have  been  neglected  during  the  occupation,  due 
to  shortage  of  labor,  materials,  and  incentive  to  produce  food  for  the 
Germans,  while  in  some  sections  they  were  destroyed  in  order  to  plant  the 
land  in  grain.    At  the  same  time,  transportation  difficulties  and  lack  of 
export  possibilities  will  limit  the  sale  of  fresh  fruit  this  season.  The 
Government  is  encouraging  the  production  of  as  much  fruit  pulp  as  possi- 
ble, especially  around  Valjevo  and  Tuzla,  west  of  Belgrade.  Around 
Valjevo,  the  cooperatives  expect  to  ship  around  550  short  tons  of  rasp- 
berry pulp,  1,000  tons  of  blackberry  pulp,  2,800  tons  of  apple  pulp,  and 
1,100  tons  of  pear  pulp.    The  pulp  program,  however,  is  meeting  with 
difficulties  around  Tuzla,  because  of  shortage  of  barrels  and  chemical 
preservatives . 
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ARGENTINE  ALFALFA  SEED 
mODWyjnOK  DECITCASED 

Alfalfa  seed  production  in  Argentina  for  19kh-k5  is  estimated  at 
1,062,000  "bushels  of  60  pounds,  a  decrease  of  6  percent  from  the  l^k^-kk 
production  of  1,133,000  "bushels.    The  area  planted  to  alfalfa  seed  is  esti- 
mated at  i+99,000  acres.    Of  this  total  around  363, 000  acres,  or  73  percent, 
is  in  the  two  Provinces  of  Cordoba  and  Buenos  Aires,  producing  695,000 
"bushels,  or  65  percent  of  the  total  production.    The  average  yield  for 
the  country  as  a  whole  is  estimated  at  around  128  pounds  per  acre. 

livestock  and  animal  products 

rainfall  benefits 

sao  Paulo  cattle  pastures 

Unusual  rainfall  in  the  central  State  of  Sao  Paulo  in  June  and  early 
July,  normally  the  "beginning  of  the  dry  season,  has  maintained  pastures 
in  the  cattle  fattening  zone.    Cattle  continue  to  "be  in  much  better  con- 
dition than  at  this  time  in  19^,  when  the  whole  State  was  already  suf- 
fering from  a  severe  drought.    The  quantity  of  cattle  "being  offered  for 
sale  continues  to  "be  in  excess  of  the  capacity  of  the  packing  plants, 
which  are  still  restricted  in  their  operations  to  3  days  per  week  in 
order  to  conform  to  the  schedule  limiting  domestic  meat  sales  to  3  days 
per  week.    The  extension  of  the  normal  season  of  good  pastures  will  enable 
more  cattle  to  be  slaughtered  in  good  condition  than  would  have  "been 
possible  otherwise.    Prospects  are  excellent  for  improvement  in  the  cattle 
situation  in  19^6,  when  it  is  expected  that  there  should  be  at  least  a 
small  surplus  for  export . 

CATTLE  SLAUGHTER  CURBS 
LIFTED  IN  MEXICO,  D.  F. 

Free  movement  and  slaughter  of  cattle  in  the.  Federal  District  has 
been  legalized  by  action  of  the  President  of  Mexico.    A  recent  decree 
abolishes  the  previous  provisions  which  established  and  protected  the 
organization  of  meat  suppliers  that  completely  controlled  the  introduc- 
tion and  slaughter  of  cattle  in  the  Federal  District.    The  sole  condition 
expressed  in  the  new  regulation  is  that  the  livestock  men  adhere  to  the 
established  price  ceilings.    It  is  too  soon  to  determine  whether  relief 
from  what  has  been  charged  as  monopolistic  control  of  cattle  slaughter 
will  improve  meat  supplies  to  consumers.    Unfavorable  pasture  conditions 
in  important  grazing  areas  of  Mexico  have  affected  the  number  of  cattle 
in  condition  for  slaughter  and  this  may  continue  to  be  the  limiting 
factor  for  a  number  of  months. 
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URUGUAY  TO  EXCHANGE  JERKED  BEEF 
FOR  SUGAR  FROM  CUBA  ' 

Plans  appear  near  completion  for  the  exchange  of  800  tons  of  Uruguayan 
jerked  beef  in  return  for  1,500-  Spanish  long  tons  of  Cuban  sugar.    The  meat 
shortage  that  has  persisted  in  Cuba  for  many  months  furnished  the  impetus 
for  this  barter  arrangement  between  these  two  Governments.    This  movement 
of  jerked  beef  from  Uruguay  to  Cuba  renews  in  a  small  way  a  trade  that 
flourished  25  years  ago  but  which  disappeared  in  the  thirties  following 
import  duties  enacted  by  the  Cuban  Government. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

RESTRICTIONS  ON  PUBLICATION  OF 

U.  S.  FOREIGN  TRADE  DATA  TO  BE  REMOVED 

Upon  official  announcement  of  V-J  day,  wartime  restrictions  will  be 
lifted  on  publication  of  full  detailed  statistics  on  the  foreign  trade  of 
the  United  States,  with  the  exception  of  data  on  uranium  and  thorium,  which 
may  not  be  published  for  periods  subsequent  to  the  calendar  year  19^-2. 
Foreign  trade  data  may  be  published  on  a  current  basis  by  commodities  end 
by  areas  of  origin  and  destination. 

Data  covering  United  States  foreign  trade  in  agricultural  products 
will  continue  to  be  published  on  a  cumulative-fiscal -year  basis  in  the 
Monthly  Supplement  to  Fore ign  Crops  and  Markets. 

In  addition,  two  annual  supplements  also  will  be  published,  one 
carrying  United  States  foreign  trade  on  a  calendar  year  basis;  the  other  ^ 
carrying  United  States  trade  with  the  territories  (shipments)  and  re- 
exports (foreign  exports)  on  a  fiscal  year  basis. 

The  publication  of  United  States  foreign  trade  data  went  on  a 
restricted  basis  effective  with  the  October  19^1  figures.    All  agricul- 
tural trade  figures  since  that  date  are  now  available  in  the    Office  of 
Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.
